Rose Sculpture Collection to Be Displayed 
In Jerusalem Despite Orthodox Opposition 


By ARTHUR J. BERENSON 

NEW YORK (P-O) — Despite 
vigorous and unyielding opposi- 
tion on the part of Orthodox 
groups in Israel, the government 
is going through with its plans 
to exhibit a $1 million collection 
of status donated by Billy Rose 
in Jerusalem, it was disclosed 
here. 

ORTHODOX Jews, headed by 
Rabbi Menachem Porush, parlia-. 
mentary deputy for the ultra 
Orthodox Agudat Israe] Party, 
opposed the deposition of the 
sculpture in Jerusalem because 
of the biblical injunction (in- 
cluded in the Second Command- 
ment) forbidding “graven im- 
ages.” During the course of the 
violent battle over the issue be- 
tween Rose and the Orthodox 
groups, the theatrical impresario 
had angrily threatened to refuse 
all further contributions to Is- 
rael, if his gift was not accepted. 
Rose was also adamant in his in- 
sistence on having the statues 
exhibited in Jerusalem, rather 
than any other Israeli city, as 
Some rabbis had suggested as a 
compromise, 

THE COLLECTION of statues 
includes 50 pieces of modern 
Sculpture by internationally fa- 
mous artists. They will be shown 
in a five-acre garden which will 
be part of the national Museum 
of Israel. 

The literal interpretation of the 
Second Commandment is held to 
be responsible for the almost 
total absence of painting and} 
sculpture in ancient Israel. 

According to Rabbi Moshe Sher- 
er, executive director of Agudath 





Israel of American (an affiliate 
of Rabbi Porush’s party), the 


Israel government has counter- 
acted the power of Orthodox 
Jewry in Jerusalem municipal 
affairs by declaring the proposed 


site for the exhibit a ‘National | 
Park,” thus removing it from the | 
jurisdiction of the Jerusalem | 
municipality. 





Humane Society Tells 
Housewives To Buy Pork 


NEW YORK (P-O) — House- 
wives in New York and New Jer- 
sey were urged to buy only pork 
products “or other meat that is 
unquestionably slaughtered out- 
side the metropolitan area and 
outside New Jersey.” 

This is the advice given by 
the Humane Society of the U.S.A. 
in its latest bulletin: “Talk to 
your meat seller and demand that 
he supply you, until New York 
and New Jersey enact Humane 
Slaughter laws, with meat that 
does not ritually killed animals. 
Under present conditions kosher 
killing is virtually always ac- 
companied by cruelty.” 

The floor of the New Jersey 
Assembly of Trenton this week 
was a scene of milling lobbying 
Orthodox rabbis from all over 
the state some bearded and all 
weraing skull caps. 

All over the floor little groups 
of Assemblymen were badgered 
by the rabbis to vote against the 
Humane Society bill. 

Meanwhile Rabbi Pinchas Tietz 
of Elizabeth, N. J. issued an of- 
ficial statement to the State Leg- 
islators that the Canadian meth- 
od of Shehitah does not meet the 
requirements of Jewish law and 
is not permitted.” 

Assemblyman Francis Werner 
of Camden sponsored the bill

CHICAGO (P-O) — A commit-

YESHIVA U. PSYCHOLOGISTS WARN PARENTS 
AGAINST PUSHING CHILDREN TO0 FAST 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Parents 
who push their children into pre- 
mature social situations and want 
them to grow up too fast may be 


causing neuroses in them, two 
Yeshiva U. psychologists de- 
clared. 


Many mothers pressure their 
children to make early social ad- 
justments, they stated. 

The Yeshiva U. psychologists 
found that many parents are in- 
tensely eager for their children 
to start dating and having parties 
at too early an age. This pres- 
sure to “socialize” can have far- 
reaching harmful effects on the 
child, they found. 

THE PSYCHOLOGISTS, Dr. 
Boris M. Levinson, director of 
the Yeshiva University’s Psycho- 
logical Center and Dr. Marcel 
Perlman, made the findings after 
conducting a study of gifted chil- 
dren among middle and upper- 
middle-class families. 

Most of the parents (usually 


pressed a desire to see their chil- 
dren grow up quickly, so they 
could return to careers or begin 
new ones, the New York Times 
reported. 

MANY MOTHERS told the 
psychologists that they had de- 
cided to have children to “get it 
over with” or because it was ex- 
pected of them, or because they 
understood that “life was not 
complete without a child.” 

e 

Mrs. Frances Beatman, execu- 
tive director of the Jewish Fam- 
ily Servcie here declared that 
actual case records at the agency 
show “a noticeable increase in 
the number of young wives who 
are breaking down, unequal to 
the job of mothering two or three 
babies and caring for a home 
and husband.” 


THE EARLY marriages are an 
outgrowth of parents encourag- 
ing their children to engage. in 





The young couples are not the 
only ones showing the strain, the 


Jewish Family Agency official 
stated. She said many p@rents 


have been coming to the agency 
“seriously concerned because 
their sons or daughters, almost 
totally unprepared for mature 
responsibility, have decided on 
marriage,” the New York Times’ 
Dorothy Barclay reported. 

Many teenagers who go steady 
and engage in numerous quarrels 
see this sort of thing as proof 
of true love. It is “romantic.” 

THE JEWISH Family Agency 
leader stated that since the trend 
to younger marriages is here to 
stay, earnest efforts must be 
made to help youngsters evaluate 
the responsibilities they will face 
in marriage and how best to meet 
them.

4 egg whites 

1, tsp. cream of tartar 

1 cup sugar 

finely crushed walnuts 

Beat the egg whites until foamy. 
Add cream of tartar and beat 
until stiff peaks form. Gradually 





add one cup sugar and continue 
beating until very stiff peaks 
form. Spread over bottom and 
up the sides just to the rim of a 
well-greased 9-inch pie plate, 
making the bottom '4-inch thick, 
and the sides 1-inch thick. Sprin- 
kle the edge with crushed wal- 
nuts. Bake 1 hour at 275 degree 
(slow) or until crisp to the touch 
and light brown in color. Cool.

3 large Florida oranges 
% cup butter or margarine 
1 cup sugar 
2 eggs 
1 cup finely chopped dates

% tsp. salt 
Ream the juice from oranges to 
make one cup. Grind rinds in 
food chopper to make one cup.

THE SANCTITY OF THE SYN- 
AGOGUE, edited by Baruch 
Litvin, $5.00 (Spero Founda- 
tion). 

Mr. Litvin was the major fae. 
tor in the unanimous decision of 
the Michigan high court that a 
synagogue built and established 
and largely attended by orthodox 
Jews may not have its practices 
altered at the whim of a new 
majority. Every observant Jew 
in the congregation, it was unan- 
imously decided, had a property 
right in the synagogue, which 
he could no longer attend if 
mixed seating were established. 

The circumstances of the Mt. 
Clemens case form but a small 
part of his volume; it includes 
the immemorially applying to 
the Jewish place of worship, the 
responsa, and many essays on 
the matter of separation of the 
sexes at Jewish services. 

These range from the theologic 
judgments of Samson Weiss to 
the reasoned practical arguments 
of Norman Lamm. Briefs, com 
ments, messages, and published 
disputes on the case are repro 
duced. 

It is also demonstrated, by tal 
mudic extracts and by such schol 
ars as Hertz, Schechter, Remy, 
and Adlerblum, that the posi 
tion of woman in Judaism was 
always lofty, and never as the 
proponents of mixed seating por 
trayed it.

Because the board of the Richmond Jewish com- 
munity center has decided to keep the center open 
on Saturdays, we are having a “split community.” I 
am very active in Jewish affairs—especially, in the 
United Jewish Appeal, B’nai Brith, and treasurer of 
an old age home for fifteen years. 

I would like to hear your opinion in regards to 
the paragraph above, and the percentage of Jewish 
centers which are opened and closed on Saturdays. I 
would appreciate it very much to hear your personal 
opinion either by personal letter or in The National 
Jewish Post and Opinion.

Perhaps Mr. Carton wrote to us because of our re- 
port on the speech at the recent National Jewish Welfare 
Board convention in which Louis Stern, a national vice 
president, took up the matter of Jewish content of center 
programming on the Sabbath. 

MOST JEWISH centers today are open on the Sab- 
bath. This is a new development, which has resulted from 
the fact that the centers today are not solely the cultural 
and group agencies they were years ago, but are in 
effect Jewish country clubs. 

Time was when the Jewish center was shut down 
tight on Saturdays, as far as the gymnasium and other 
athletic facilities were concerned. Today, the swimming 
pool in the Jewish center in the summer and the health 
club and gym in the winter are so popular that in many 
communities they rival the exclusive local Jewish country 
clubs. 

LOUIS STERN, at the JWB convention, refused to 
be pushed into answering the question that Mr. Carton 
raises. He evaded by saying that a Jewish center should 
institute programs in consonance with the spiritual essence 
of the Sabbath so that its swimming pool opening would 
not be such a crass desecration of the Sabbath. 

He said that there was no use seeking to appease 
the fundamentalists, but the center should find its sup- 
port from those who believed in tradition and its appli- 
cation for today, and he mentioned specifically the rabbis. 

BUT ISN’T OPENING a swimming pool on the Sab- 
bath the kind of sacrifice of Jewish idealism and observ- 
ance of the Sabbath that would find the Reform and the 
Conservative and the Orthodox rabbi united in opposi- 
tion? It is this kind of willingness of Jewish leadership 
to compromise on a basic essential of Judaism which has 
finally led to all the evils that confront Jewish life today 
—with its excesses in both directions, its emphasis on 
wealth, and the gradual replacement of Jewish ethics by 
what another speaker on the same program with Mr. Stern 
called market-place ethics. This means that convenience 
and comfort and the struggle for the almighty dollar 
determines what we do, not our tradition and its rich 
values. 

It has been pointed out that there is nothing in Jew- 
ish law which forbids swimming on the Sabbath (diving 
is prohibited by halaha—Jewish law) so that it is the 
matter of driving to the pool that is the contravention of 
the spirit of the Sabbath. 

LESS THAN 10 years ago, the law committee of the 
Conservative rabbinate was ready to come out with a 
statement that would have acquiesced in Jewish official 
groups eating in -non-kosher restaurants as long as the 
specific foods on the menu were not intrinsically treifa, 
such as pork. This was how close kashrut came to losing 
out in America, because had the Conservative rabbis ap- 
proved this dispensation, only the Orthodox would today 
be protecting kashrut, whose observance on a public basis 
by the Jewish community is, except in a city like Indian- 
apolis, almost universally adhered to. 

Now let’s apply the same development to our ob- 
servance of the Sabbath by public Jewish institutions. 
There was a time when at Jewish conventions, there was 
a Friday night session and a Saturday morning session. 
Today the practice, without exception, is for Friday night 
to be left for synagogue attendance and Saturday morning 
for a service at the convention proper. 

THIS IS NOT A matter of Orthodoxy, for the Reform 
are just as vitally concerned with Sabbath observance as 
the most violent, intransigent ultra-Orthodox rabbi. 

In connection with the Center, if American Jews were 
Sabbath obsrevers, and if then the question of opening 
the pool on the Sabbath was being discussed, it would 
seem to us that the pool should be open. But if we're 
leading from weakness, and if the Sabbath as a Jewish 
holiday is in such a precarious position, the new conces- 
sion of the pool opening by the Jewish Center only adds 
to the peril of the disappearance of the Sabbath as a Jew- 
ish institution so vital that from it stems the idea of no 
slavery, of equality, of recognition of the divinity and 
so forth 

If the Jewish country club is open on the Sabbath 
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HAVE YOU EVER sought to analyze why 
when an issue involving Israel is concerned, 
you'll usually find that organized labor in the 
U.S. is almost more precipitate in their sup- 
port of the Jewish state than even the USS. 
Jewish community. 

What happened in the recent refusal of 
the unions to unload the Egyptian ship in the 
New York harbor proves our point. 


THE EXAMPLE OF Israel is an exciting 
one to any labor thinker, for here you see a 
barren wasteland built into modern state, 
with the idealism of that state tied closely 
to the labor movement. The labor movement 
controls the government, has its own free 
medical service (kupat holim), and shows the 
kind of responsibility which labor believes it 
can display when given the opportunity to 
either rule or be a principal factor in govern- 
ment. All this Israel labor has demonstrated 
successfully. 

Compare these achievements of labor in 
Israel with the feudal system _ prevalent 
throughout most of the Mideast, and you have 
your answer. 


MOST AMERICAN Jews may be unaware 
of the extent of the cooperation between Israel 
and American labor. Not only David Dubinsky,

Rabbis Sermonize on Everything But Religion 


By RABBI HARRY ESSRIG 

The American Rabbinate will 
be recorded in the history of our 
people as a group that failed in 
a singular fashion to fulfiill its 
appointed tasks. 

For if we agreed that that 
the synagogue 
is essentially a 
religious insti 
tution and not 
an excuse for 
conducting bin 
go games and 
floor shows and 
the crazy as- 
sortment of at 
tivities that 
pass for spir- Essrig 
itual endeavor, then our inability 
to attract worshippers on Friday 
nights is a sign of absolute bank- 
ruptcy. 

Now there are some intrepid 
souls who refuse to make peace 
with this ludicrous state of af- 
fairs and are forever seeking to 
discover some new leverage for 
raising the spiritual sights of 
their parishioners. It has come to 
my attention that several of col- 





leagues have decided to dispense 
with the announcement of ser- 
mon topics, because such a pro- 
cedure has been used to entice 
people whereas Jews should fre- 
quent the Synagogue to worship 
primarily. 

IN FACT, one of my friends 
noticed an increase in attendance 
when he stopped informing the 
congregation what he will preach 
about. Much as I sympathize with 
the central function of the serv- 
ice, I am convinced that all of 
our difficulties stem from the im 
proper use of the sermon. 


The Rabbis in America have 
lost their sense of orientation. In 
their seminary days, much ado 
is made over preaching from a 
Biblical text, embroidering inci- 
dents or phrases from the Bible 
with homiletical flourishes and 
whimsical analogies to present- 
aay. This is a lost art and a bur. 
den for most of us, and we dis- 
card this practice the first year 
in the pulpit. 

Just study the New York Times 
on Sunday morning which regu- 
larly reports the sermons of half 


for all, that is one thing. The Jewish Center is an agency 
of the Jewish community—the country club is the property 
of those who are its members. 

THERE ARE MANY more arguments on both sides, 
such as the one that the opening of the pool keeps Jewish 
young people together, since otherwise they would go 
swimming anyway but in public pools. This is a specious 
argument, and as between the two—the desecration of 
the Sabbath by a Jewish institution and letting our young 
people swim in other pools, the latter is the least danger- 
ous for Jews and Judaism. 

We think that half of the disdain of our college youth 
for Judaism grows from this willingness to see all Jewish 
values sacrificed on the altar of convenience. We preach 
the sanctity of the Sabbath, but we desecrate it at will. 
We talk about good deeds as the fundamental basis of 
Judaism, yet our only good deeds are those which involve 
money, which fortunately we are free with when it comes 
to charitable causes, but when it comes to personal serv- 
ice, which is the basis of good deeds, we don’t even know 
that this is a cardinal principle of Judaism. 

The need today is for strength of character, and this 
we seem to lack. How far can we compromise our Judaism? 


a dozen rabbis each week. They 
discuss everything but religion, 
Because the training at our Sem. 
inary (and this is not the only 
area in which we are given a dis 
torted picture of the realities of 
synagogue life) incapacitates us 
for effective preaching, many of 
us become captive of the need 
to draw people to services, 

AND SO WE jump to the op. 
posite extreme: book reviews, 
snappy titles, movies and plays 
—anything that will lure the tired 
and the bored, the apathetic and 
the TV addicts, 

The only preaching that cai 
dignify the Jewish pulpit is the 
kind that increases the under: 
standing of our people. We must 
use the sermon as a medium for 
conveying the total impact of 
our heritage. We must not be 
limited to the Pentateuch but 
range over the entire gamut of 
Jewish books, leading personal 
ities, movements; we must grap- 
ple with serious religious and 
human problems; we must chal 
lenge and provoke, but esse 
tially we must teach. This is the 
only justification for the sermon: 
it is the most effective learning 
tool we have. Therefore the stv: 
dent is entitled to know what he 
will study on a particular eve 
ning.
